MATCH REVIEW 


Round 29 - 9th April

Carlton battled superbly to earn this hard-fought 2-1 win at Sydney United. The Blues played with 
plenty of determination against a very physical United side and deserved their victory on a 
scratchy pitch that was later slammed by coach Stuart Munro. 


The Blues boss made three changes to the side that had won convincingly in Canberra the 
previous week. Simon Colosimo was forced out with an ankle injury, while Mike Conroy and Craig 
Deans made way for the returning Sean Douglas, Archie Thompson and David Terminello. 


United had new signing Ante Deur, back in Australia after two years with Croatia's Dinamo 
Zagreb, on the bench. Dave McPherson gave Carlton an early lead, nodding low and beyond United 
‘keeper Brett Hughes after only seven minutes. Before then, John Markovski had Hughes 
scrambling to tip his clever chip over the bar, From the resulting corner, Lubo Lapsansky drove it 
low towards McPherson who angled his header superbly for his sixth goal of the season. The big 
Scot almost doubled Carlton's lead just before the half-hour, when he saw another header from a 
corner clumsily hacked off the line by Eddie Bosnar. 


With Markovski prominent, Carlton continued to look dangerous, and it wasn't until just before 
half-time that United fashioned their first effort on goal. Aytec Genc scurried to the bye-line before 
crossing for Nick Bosevski and he brought a good save from Blues ‘keeper Dean Anastasiadis. 


Carlton should have heeded that warning, as it was Genc who produced United's equaliser three 
minutes after the break. Receiving from a short corner, the former Australian international jinked 
his way past three tackles and guided a low drive inside the near post. Shocked into action, 
Carlton collectively rolled up their sleeves and were ahead again on 55 minutes. 


Lapsansky clipped a free-kick into the United area for McPherson and Markovski to battle for. The 
ball bobbled up for Marth to thrash a volley through a wall of players and past a flat-footed 
Hughes. 


Four minutes later it could have been level again - Tom Pondeljak crashing his strike onto the 
cross-bar. 


Soon after it was Lapsansky's turn to hit the framework. Following a foul on Markovski, the Blues 
playmaker swerved and dipped his free-kick around the United wall and against Hughes’ far post. 
By this time Carlton had wrestled their way back in control and were content to play a possession 
game against an increasingly dishevelled United line-up. 


Substitute Alex Moreira almost made it three for the Blues right on full-time. Receiving a neat 
pass from Stuart Slater, the Brazilian set off on a mazy run which ended with him rolling the ball 
past Hughes but across the face of goal.

Round 28 - 37st March

Carton made it four wins fram four games this season against Canberra with a convincing 2-0 fee, } 
victory at Bruce Stadium. Goals from John Markovski and substitute Alex Moreira settled a, 
game in which Carlton were rarely threatened. 


Before kick-off, the Cosmos were racked by the withdrawals of influential midfielder Ivo de Jesus 
and young striker Danny Watkins. Carlton were forced into a late re-shuffle of their own, Stuart 
Slater replacing the injured Archie Thompson in the starting line-up and Mike Conroy winning a 
return to the subs bench. Most of the credit for Carlton's triumph goes to their midfield - 
particularly Kiwi international Mark Atkinson and in-form skipper Andrew Marth. 


The Blues owed many of their attacks to the sharp awareness and accurate distribution of 
Atkinson. Both he and Marth created plenty of openings for nippy English winger Slater to 
demonstrate his wares. 


Having dominated territory and possession, the Blues almost hit the front on 25 minutes when 
Andy Packer found himself in the clear. His square pass was met first-time by Markovski who 
thundered a shot against Grant Barlow's near post. From the rebound, Markovski then tried his 
luck at the "far stick" - only to see Barlow push his drive aside. Two minutes later, the Blues were 
ahead. A shell-shocked Cosmos rearguard, struggling to contain a rampant Marth, failed to clear 
a corner, The ball fell for Vasilevski and his fizzing cross was guided home by Markovski with 
Barlow stranded. 


Dave McPherson almost doubled the lead just before half-time when he motored into the area. 
His clever lob appeared goal bound, only for Barlow to acrobatically parry the ball away. 


The Cosmos opened the second-half full of running with Gabby Gonzales and Pu Roberts pulling 
the strings in midfield. A poor Dean Anastasiadis punch landed at the feet of Harry James who 
forced the Blues ‘keeper into a fine save. With Canberra threatening to draw level, Munro pulled 
off Slater and sent on Brazilian ace Alex Moreira for the final 25 minutes. It proved an inspired 
move. 


On 77 minutes Moreira appeared to be pulled down by Robbie Hooker inside the Cosmos penalty 
area. But referee Mark Shield waved away Carlton's appeals for a penalty. The Brazilian then 
combined well with Packer before Vasilevski was sent clear to shoot powerfully, but just wide of 
Barlow's far post. Right on full-time, Carlton had the game sown up when Moreira swooped on 
a poor Cosmos clearance, rounded David Winnie, and lifted the ball over an advancing Barlow 
for his 13th goal of the season. 


The Blues almost crowned an excellent display with a third when Moreira, again, beat his marker 
for pace to set up Lubo Lapsansky who's volley was battered down by a desperate Barlow.

Roly : Hi Scott, | don’t think it will be long at all. You only need to look at the results the Aussie U17, 
U20 and Olympic teams are achieving. Put the best of these teams together with some older more 
experienced players and you'll have a very strong team. Overseas clubs are starting to recognise 
that Australia is a great breeding ground for young players and a number of clubs have actually set 
up camp here on a permanent basis to monitor players. We have had scouts from Empoli (when 
they were in Serie A) down at Carlton a number of times and they eventually signed two of our 
younger star players. With all this going on it won't be long before Australia is up there challenging 
with the best of them.
